Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreennent was reached, or any other connnnents: Applicant argues that the dichotomous key search that is claimed in 
the application is different from the Witek reference. The dichotomous key search in the invention is a serial decision 
making system using yes-no questions. The Applicant asserted that the Witek discloses the yes-no questions in a form 
of key search parameters, and not serial decisions. The Examiner agrees. However.the Examiner points out that the 
term "capability" in the claims makes the claims unpatentable. The Examiner is not sure if the system is capable of 
carrying the dichotomous key search by using this term. Therefore, the claim is unpatentable over Witek if the system 
does have the capability to carry the dichotomous key search. The Applicant agrees to amend the claim language to 
correct this error. Further Action will be made based on the response from the Applicant. 
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
